('(INST wTiNopi.E, Sept. 14.— There li 
no doni r t)i:if a crisis has been reached 
aud that tlie powers are disciusing the 
deposition of the ioltau as apparently 
the only means of restoring quiet niul 
confidence within the Turkish emiiiro. 
A British flpi't f)f about 1.") warshijis is 
at anchor otT Kavalu on tht- ishuui of 
Thasos and within easy striking dis- 
tance should an emergency arise, and it 
ii believed Great Britain will not hosi' 
tate to act alone in the matter of put- 
ting an end to the present disgraceful 
Et;;te of afFuin if the Other powen delay 
too lona. 

As expopcpd. :ho cxtradriliiiiiry trib- 
nnnl, tryiiiK tlii> men acrusi il of iiins;,.i- 
creiiiu AriiicuiaiiH in thi- streets of this 
city and its suliurlis, has tnrncil imt to 
Le'liothing ini ii' tliaii a whitc-wa^iiiiiL; 
court. The mtii who wen- urn'stcil lor 
brutally kilUng two Arini>iiians boforo 
the guard houso of tin; liriti.sh embassy 
aud in full view of several British otti- 
oials imvo Loeii ac(iuitt"d. Thi; Kuro- 
peauB fi'i^l that this shows that tlie 
peaceable roHidentH of (.Joiistuiitinopk! 
are absolutoly without any ;,'iKiiiuiti'(' 
that their Uvea or property ave sate, and 
that they must henct-forth (i.-pen l eu- 
tin-lv upon the warships of the powers 
for protection. Boiiuess it at a atoud- 
Htill. 

Many more officers have bei>n arrest- 
ed for claiming their pay, aud for ro 
■ignins their conuniwions when in- 
formed that there was no money for 
them. The common soldiery are feel- 
ing still more irritated. But, there is 
plenty of money and provitiions for thu 
strong body guard of the sultun, and 
for the troopa which constantly sur- 
round the palace, and it ia belieTed that 
this dirolay of force alone mTei tliu 
sultan from witnessing a demoustru- 
tiou which wonld surely open his e^es 
to the di^graoef al itate of affair* exist- 
ing. 

The full text of the note which the 
representatives of the powers sent to the 

pultan on Aug. 81, has only just been 
conmiunieated to the press. It suys 
tnat tlii> renionstrauco is based on posi- 
tive (lata. It adds that the savage bands 
whieli iiiiiiileronsly attacked the Arme- 
nians and iiillMfiud thoir houses were not 
accidental ^:atherinj.rH of fanatical peo- 
jile. That t'nere is every indication of 
tlieiv sperial oriranization. and they 
were kiuiw n to, if not directed by, the 
authorities. Tho note of the powers 
then, under seven specilic elaiises, gives 
evidence in support of this, and con- 
chules with a demand tluit tlie iiistiuMt- 
OT> and )iniii ipal actors in the iraK'eiUes 
Lf puiii.-lied witli tlie utmost ripir. 

In the face of this the acipiittr.! of tho 
men who nuirdered two Armenians in 
fn ntot' tho Kuii'">l hou.-,e of the IJritish 
embassy is uU tho more bigniflcaut. ami 
demands further aotion npoD the part 
of the powers. 

Th*- Turkish pivcrnment l''ii<l.iy an- 
swered the note of the powers in a lon^ 
communiciitioii. Tho ministry, in tiy- 
iug to refute the char^ies nia<le. i)rac- 
tically denied the ocular testimony of 
the representatives of the powers. Tliis 
is regarded as tantamount tp a deflanco 
of Europe. 

As usual, the porte is relying vpon 
the jealoa.<;ies existing among the six 
powers to save the sultan once more, 
and as Abdul Uamed has so frequently 
escaped punishment during the course 
of Ua long aud troubled reign, it has 
la for believing that even now 
.•will not put an end to the dis- 
rol ftwuMtfrf pretailing in the 
1 enpin. 

Newt trwu Armenia shows tliat a 
Tttj seriOTU condition prevails there, 
and that fnrther massacres are antici- 
pated. It is true that the sultan has 
caued all the governors to be notified 
that they will be held responsible if 
ontbxeakt involviug the destruction of 
moperty and the loss of life occur. But 
■non wamingi have frequently been is- 
sued in the past and th^ seem to have 
served more to oreat* disorder than to 
suppress it, as would lesm to be the 
oase in the present Instance, for, while 
warning the governors, as already stat- 
ed, the soldiers have been notified that 
tMy are authorized to use their arms in 
•tU-defense if they are attacked. 

Thus the Armenians and others look 
vpOB these orders of the Turkish gov* 
•nunent as little leu than a notiflcation 
to the provincial authorities that they 
are to talio the most vigoroos measures 
in suppressing the Armenians if the 
latter take any part in any demonstra- 
tions, and those wlio know the Turks 
are well aware that the latter can pro- 
voke such demonstrations at tho short- 
est possible notice. 

The representatives of the powers met 
again Saturday and discussed the situa- 
tion, but it is not known that they 
caiuo to an.v decision, althougli eom- 
muiiicatiouB with their respeottve gov- 
ernments ara btinc oonstanMy ex- 

chanjxed. 

Tho iuuctioii of tliu embassies contin- 
ues to be sharply criticised hen', and 
radical measures art' demanded in order 
to prevent a renewal of the disorders. 
Unless such steps are taken it is be- 
lieved that it will not bo long b».'fon! 
there is another outbreak here, in spite 
of tho fact that the streets of the sul- 
tan's capital are liardly dry with the 
blood of tho thouHuuds of unfortunate 
people who were victinif ot tht 
or« of two weeks ago. 




The Sultan Probably Insan*. 

Li)M'i>\. Sept. I I. — .Mis. Ijiiily Cr;uv- 
ford, writing in The ciunday Ti.ut s, 
say: 

"A friend who has been admitted to 
TildiK palace for professional reasons 
says that the sultun ought to be dep( sed 
in his own interests and that if h<; is 
not, he will be murdered by the jeulous 
palace minions. He never skeps in the 
same bed for two nights rauuiug. He 
believes that emissaties are in the build- 
ing aud his Camarilla maintain the de- 
lusion. It becomes a grave question 
whether he is not insane like his brotn- 
er Morad. tue deposed sultan, in which 
oase the Bh. ik-Ul-Islam has the power 
todepose him." 

Wholesale Mantacre rianned. 

London, Sept. 14.— A dispatch from 
Constantinople pnblished here asserts 
that a wholesale massacre of Christians 

is planned to occor there within a fort- 
night and that Armenians have been de- 
tiorted from there on board ships, and 
nave been drowned in batches, bein^' 
shot through rpecially constructed 
chates.

BorTxi<!NE, Sept. N.— Tyii:in. the no 
torious "Nutuber one," li:.s been ari-e>t 
e<i here on a Scotl;ind Yar(i warrant 
which was issued in IHXl. Tynan ar 
rived in Europe by landing in Genoa in 
August. He proceeded from there to 
P;iris, where be r 'iMiiineil for some days 
consorting w ith a mimln r of the m"in 
bers of tlie d.vnainite faction of the Irisl 
party, lie had been traveliii:,' under 
the name of (ieorgo Gordon and other 
aliases, when lio arrived in Honlogne on 
Friday evening and put up at the Hole 
Fulk(;stone. where he did not hesitate 
to ex]iound his Ftnian views in tht bar 
of the hotel. 

His movements had been watched 
from the time he had arrived in Frencli 
territory. The local <'onimissary of po 
lice, together with an English detoctivp, 
burst into his room at 4 o'clock in the 
morning. The detective held a loaded 
revolver to his head and threatened to 
shoot him if he resisted. Tynan was 
secured and admitted his identity. In- 
criminating papers and a large sum of 
money weru found in his possession. 

The prisoner was lodged in a cell in 
the Boulogne police station and he will 
bo arraigned with a view to his extra 
dition to England. 

The warrants on which the arrest is 
made ohai-ges that the prisoner was con 
cemed in the murder of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish, chief secretary, and Mr 
Burke, under secretary, in Phu-nix 
l)ark. adjoining the Vice Regal lodge in 
Dubhii, on Mav IsSi, and with the 
manufaetiire of dynamite bombs for use 
in England. 

Detective Inspector Walsh has ar- 
rived here from ."-icotl.iiul Yard to cmi 
duet the ea-e. He said tluit tiiere wouM 
be some connection between Tynan's 
aril St an;l the uire.st of a man uiiiued 
Saturday at CrlasgOW and of J. 
Wullace at liottordam.

London, Sept. 14.— Tho Bell men 
tioned in a dispatch from Boulogne to 
the Associated Press as having been ar- 
resterl on .'Saturday at (Uasgow in con- 
nection with Tynan's arrest in Bou 
logne, is churtrcd with being < oiicerned 
in a dynamite outrage. Bell's ugc is 
about 80. His first name is Edward, 
He arrived from the United States tarly 
in the week. He is believed to bt an 
American. 

A dispatch from Boulogne to The 
Times savs: "Tvuan was in company 
with Bell in Pans and it was expectml 
that both would cross to England, but 
Tynan appears to have hesitated to veu 
ture on such a {lerilous trip. Bell went 
to England a few days ago. 

"Tynan liad not suspected that hi.- 
identity was known and ho \Nas 
astounded at tho entry of the detective, 
commissary and four olliuers. Tynan 
had shaved his beard. Ho seems to be 
depressed over his capture."

This committee is expected to engage 
a civil engineer to miUit sorvevs and to 
commence this long>deferrea work. 
The owners or agents of this land were 
well represented from other states. A 
large portion of this land is covered 
with water a considerable part of the 
year, and on account of the slight fall 
of the river it seems almost impossible 
to effect any good residts. The plan 
ado])ted will cost the seven counties in 
northwest Indiana over |1,OUO,OOU.

Molinas heard an in>uii:eiit band w.is 
camped on tho e.^tate ami ordered a 
raid. The insurgents had ).'oiie when 
the Spaniards arrived, and .^lolinas or- 
dered the buil(iinf.'s on the est;ite de- 
fctroyed. The ."Spaniard- surrounded tlie 
homes of tilt- employes, ujiplled the 
torch and shot the Cubans .-is they 
rush(>d out.
